—Three negroes 
are beati and one is not expected to live 
a* a result of a riot between the white 
and negro m iners a t the ore mines near 
Cardiff in Jefferson connty. 
The two races came to a clash late 
yesterday afternoon in Glasgow Hol­ 
low where the negroes had congregated 
armed w ith W inchester rifle*. A w hite 
man 
passing 
along the 
road 
wa* 
held up and besides being abused was 
roughly handled. This news soon spread 
and an arm ed body of w hite miner* 
moved toward Glasgow Hollow. 
It is 
supposed th a t they went around by a 
circuitous route in the m ountains aud 
came uj>on the negroes unexpectedly. 
Ed Ellis, the ringleader, arm ed w ith 
a rifle and (G it revolevr, fell in the first 
volley, a rifle bullet did the work. There 
was another volley and four of the 
negroes fell. 
Jim Dill and Adam Sam- 
nels died in a few m inutes after being 
removed to a negro's house. 
George 
Thom as was shot through the abdomen 
w ith a Winchester bullet. 
He is not 
expected to recover. 
Itudolj h W illiams 
w ill live. 
The trouble started Monday when it 
was thought th a t John Shepard, who on 
last W ednesday 
afternoon assaulted 
Mrs. Monro* Jones near Corona, was in 
th at com m unity. 
The negroes arm ed 
themselves to prevent his capture. Both 
sides were aroused and only the tim ely 
arrival of a sheriffs posse prevented an 
outbreak. 
Tuesday the negro m in­ 
ers held a mass m eeting aud refused to 
go to work. 
I 
They all belong to a secret organiza­ 
tion known a* the “ K nights of Africa" 
or the “M ysterious Ten." 
They keep 
rifles and am m unition on hand a t all 
times. 
It was in the afternoon 
that 
they gathered in Glasgow Hollow, al­ 
though 
w ith w hat intention is not 
now known. 
Influential citizens say th at the ring 
leaders are now out of the way and they 
hope to m anage the other negroes 
Ed 
E llis, the head of the band and holding 
the chief office in the secret organiza­ 
tion. made a speech to the negroes jusl 
before his death, telling them not tc 
believe w hat the w hite officers had told 
them and swearing th a t 
he for one 
would get even w ith Sheriff O'Brien, j 
who Monday a t the point of a shotgun, 
ordered him to disperse the gang. 
Shortly after the riot Sheriff O’Biien 
left here w ith KW arm ed men. 
He now 
has the situation in hand for the tim* j 
being, although late reports say the sit- J 
nation is extrem er critical and th a t the 
negroes are talking of avenging th* 
death of their leaders.
